THE DODO SOLUTION 

Population crusader Les U. 
Knight may have a harder time 
attracting adherents to his cause 
than would the average environ¬ 
mental activist. The 44-year-old 
substitute high-school teacher 
from Portland, Ore., says that to¬ 
tal human extinction is the only 
long-term answer to the planet’s 
mounting environmental woes. 
That’s why he has founded the 
Voluntary Human Extinction 
Movement (VHEMT—pronounced 
“vehement”) to help get things 
rolling. ' 

“The hopeful alternative to the 
extinction of millions of species of 
plants and animals is the voluntary 
extinction of one species: Homo 
sapiens— us,” Knight declares in 


his VHEMT newsletter, These Exit 
Times. “When every human 
makes the moral choice to live 
long and die out, Earth will be 
allowed to return to its former 
glory. Each time one of us decides 
not to add another of us to the 
burgeoning billions already 
squatting on this ravaged planet, 
another ray of hope shines through 
the gloom.” 

Knight anted up his own person¬ 
al ray 18 years ago—he had a vasec¬ 
tomy—and says he’d like others to 
consider the procreation-free life¬ 
style. “A baby condor may not be as 
cute as a baby human,” he con¬ 
cedes, “but we must choose to forgo 
one if the others are to survive.”
